Discussion: Food Service Permits 2021:  

 

The Montague Board of Health held a special meeting due to the fact that Food Establishment renewals along 

with other Board of Health permits are schedule to be mailed out the week on November 1, 2020.  Board of 

Health members and staff recognize that industries especially the food businesses are facing challenging times 

during the COVID-19 Pandemic. 

 

The board members met to discuss the reduction of fees for the food establishment industry here in Montague; 

as some surrounding towns are giving reductions as well.  It was decided that all food establishment fees both 

service and retail will be a flat rate of $100.00 for each permit held from the Montague Board of Health for the 

2021 calendar year only. 

 

It was asked that businesses continue to fill out the application and make any necessary changes and be sure to 

include copies of their Food Manager Certification (Servsafe/Experior) and Allergen Awareness with the return 

flat rate of $100 with their applications. 

 

Anne Stuart will draft up a letter to be included in the food establishment renewal packets the week of 

November 1, 2020.  All temporary food, mobile food and caterer fees will remain the same going into 2021.    

 

The Board of Health members and staff hope that this reduction of these fees to a flat rate helps our food 

establishments to be able to continue doing business in our community for 2021.
